This match, for £25 a side, it was confideutly anticipated, would do much 
to restore the ill-fortune which has of Jate thrown its shadow over the P.R, 
both from the :rowess evinced by the combatants in former deeds of arms, 
and éhe high character of their backers. Both havo previously appeared, and 
on every occasion their science and pluck has been undoubted. Georze Ile», 
who is now £5 years of age. stands 6ft 1} in, and weighs 12st 8b, fought his 
first match with Monkey Jones, whom hs beat after a well-contested fight ; 
he was next matched with Wormald for £25 2 sido, but was unsuccessful 
altertghting 24 rounds in 2 hours 8 minutes, on Juno 15th, 1834 Ho was 
backed on tuis ocexs on from Brettle’s, White Lion, Digbeth. and was trained 
ty the celibrated Tom West of Bristol. Tom <Ailen, who is 5ft 11}io high, 
we'ghs 11st 6'b, and is 27 years of age, lost his first match with Bob Smith 
of Liverpool for £50 a side, after contending 2 hours 18 minutes, during which 
29 rounds were fonght; he next beat Fisher at Hammerwick in 65 minutes, 
fighting 44 rounds for £10 a side ; he was next matched with Morris Phelan 
for £25 a side, which after fighting 131 rounds in 2 hours41 minutes ended in 
a draw ; he also fought Coyne at Delves Green in September 1863, fur £15 a 
side, in which he fought 55 rounds in 63 minutes. In the preseut match 
he was backed from the George and Dragon, Bath-street, and his training was 
under the superintend: nse of Ben Garrington. At a meeting the previous 
evening to complete the preliminary arrangements, it was decided that tho 
retired village of Croxball where Peter Morris fought aud conquered, should be 
the scene of the present contest. It being early twenty-tive miles from 
Birw.ingham, an early start was made and shortly after nine the Commissary 
had formea a ring and every eye was anxiously awaiting the appearance of 
the combatants who had retired to a friendly shelter to make their toilets 
but their expectations were turned to dismay when a police sergeant and 
three subordit-ates entered the field and put a stop to the proceedings. Eyery 
effort was made to iniuce achange in their decigion without effect. At length 
the referee, with Allen and a portion of the party, repaired to the village of 
Crexhall, about 2 miles from the intended scene of action, and from thence 
proceeted to Walsall, s me fifteen miles off, without informing Iles and those 
remaiving behind of their intention, and they consequently did not follow till 
about three hours afier, having been exposed to a continual downvour of rain 
from 9 4.m. tothat hour. On arriving at Walsall, they joined issue at George 
‘Holden's well-known hosteliie, the Malt Shop, but no farther proceediugs 
could be taken, as the police became aware of the advent of somauy visitors 
whose pugilistic proclivities were s> well-known, and kept wide awake to 
their proceedings. A return to Birmingham was therefore decided on, and at 
a meeting at, the referce’s later in the 6vening it was detormived to proceed

Ho measttes from head to fout sft 94in, weighed about 10st 121b, aud 
has seen 23 summers, His only previous performance was with Joe Hunt, at 
Birmingham, in 1863, fora tenner, when Bill was compelled to cry a go, after 
a game contest of 3imin. His present opponent (Ned Quinn) is a revresenta- 
tive of the Jand of the Shamrock, weighed about 10st, and was 2in Jess in altitude 
and one year younger than Evans. Hig maiden essay in the orthodox 24 feet was 
on March 9, 1864, at Dunford-bridge, when ho scored his first victory over Alec 
Stewart, for £5 a side, alter fighting 1 hour 68 minutes, 79 rounds. He was 
then matched with Teddy Curley, of Staleybridgo, at Sst 9lb, for £15 a side, but 
broke through the .' traces’ whilst training and had to forfeit. He was then 
pitted agaipat George Richards, at 9st 21, tor £25 a side April 26, 1965. butnot 
being able to agree to a referee, the affair ended in a draw.

A SUMMARY OF COMING EVENTS. . 

The Annual Regatta at Henley-on-Thames is now rapidly epproacl 
ing, and will be held on Wednesday and Thursday, June 20 and 21, 
when some extraordinary fine sport may be anticipated. For the 
Grand Challenge Cup for eight-oars, the Kingston, London, and 
Leander Rowing Clubs have crews in work, and, in addition to them, 
it is rumoured that an Etonian eight from Oxford, composed of old 
Etonians in residence in the University, will put in an appearance, 
together with the Black Prince, First Trinity Boat Club, Cambridge, 
and the usual crew from Eton College. For the Ladies’ Plate we may 
perhaps see Eton, First Trinity, and Radley, but we do not know fou 
certain. The Stewards’ Cup is sure to command some good fours, 
foremost amongst which is an Oxford University crew, report says 
manned by Senhouse, Christ Church; Willan, Exeter; Henley, Oriel ; 
and Brown, Trinity. Kingston, London, First Trinity, and the 
Leander Club will no doubt likewise put boats on, and First Trinity 
may possibly win the Visitors’ Cup. ‘Ihe entries for the Wyfold Cup 
contain fours from Kingston and London, but we know nothing certain, 
although, as the former club are the holders, they are not likely to give 
up possession of the prize. For the Silver Goblets we hear of Wood- 
gate and Corrie, of Kingston; Chambers and Kinglake, of the Leander 
Club; and Brown aud Senhouse, of Oxford. London will send a pair, 
but who are the oarsmen wo cannot tell. Last come the Diamond 
Sculls, ono of the most important prizes of the meeting, and one which 
has brought to Henley, amongst numerous competitors, perhaps tho 
best am:teur soullers ever seen, The hol ler is KE. B. Mitchell, of Ox- 
ford, and he will in all likelihood be opposed by W. B. Woodgate, of 
Kingston, and perhaps Watney, of St. John’s, Cambridga, Chambers 
of the Leander Club, and may be one or more Oxford scullera; but 
we fear London will be far from worthily represented, even should 
the London river be repressnted at all. Looming in the distance are 
the amateur regattas of Wallingford, Kingston, Walton, and Barnes; 
and the thames Subscription Club, who have fixed the Thames 
National Regatta at Putnoy for an unusually early date, have 
strengthened their programme by the important addition of several 
amateur races, and we hope they will fill well. The date fixed 4s the 
27th of June. ‘The Metropolitan Clubs’ Committes, through Mr. H, 
H. Playford, have decided upon holding an amateur regatti at Patney 
on the 14th of August, and subscriptions are being actively collected 
for the purpose of purchasing valuable Challenge Oups. It is to be 
feared that the fixture is mido so late that University and above lock 
crews Will be broken up and scattered abroad, and that the éntries 
will be limited to the metropolitan élubs themssives; time, however, 
willshow.

vatious sucoess, having beaten Spencer (three times), E. May, and 
beating and being beaten in turn by Tom Wise and J. Biffen, Hd was 
first favourite for Doggett’s Coat and Badge in 1864, which Was won 

y David Coombes, of Horslydown (now matched with Drewitt for 
£200); this led to much Controversy as to their respective merits, and 
ultimately Kilsby and Ooombes met in December of the same year for 
£100 a side, and Coombes proved ab easy Winner. Since then Kilsby's 
star seems to have been on the wana, having been beaten by several 
old DPponsnts, Owing, it is said, to having trained off. On 
October last he met his present Opponent, and although the London 
“talent” laid 4 to 1 on ilsby, the Manchester man won, after ono of 
the slowest races on record. ‘Frank seems to tike much higher rank 
as an Oarsman than a8 a aculler, the eho wing baie a few of his per- 
formances :—With Yonng David Coombes he beat emp and Fenton, 
for £50, in Auguat, 1864, inaremarkably easy manner. In the same 
year, with Randolph Cook, of Oxford, he won the Champion pairs at 
the Thames National Regatta, and last year, with the same leaned 
he again was victorious. for the game event.

By reason of their position, when the yawls swung, they came ahead 
of the whole fleet. ‘he Gloriana get a balloon topeail, and all crowded 
on tho greatest amount of canvas. There was hardly a breath of 
wind, aud the whole start and progress was consequently sluggish, 
and the race ever and anon, although diversifi-d by change, tedious. 
Thero was not enough wind for a light cu:ter, and it takes 
a great deal more to move a large schooner. Off the canal 
their order was as follows: — Oitbana first by a few yards, the 
Fleur de Lys and Madcap beam aud beam—the former to windward, 
then the Xantha, Gloriana, Circe, Reverie, and Blue Bell.

After a little time they settled down into beating order, and 
the Gloriana drew ont with the lead, and there was a very pretty match 
with her and the Xantha about or just below the Mucking Light, 
which resulted in the Xantha getting the lead; she put the Gloriana 
about, the latter being on the wrong tack.

The Lyceum, the Adelphi, 
and the St. James’s, are also noticed under distinct heads. * Blue 
Beard Re-paired,” at the Olympic, is a hit. On the strength of it, Mr. 
Wigan s‘ems to purpose. dropping the grande drame for the pratny, 
T wo comedietta’s, ¢¢., ‘The Windmill” and ‘‘No,” one at each end o 
his bill, and the grand operatic extravaganza in the middle, indicate 
the state of things here.

COVENT GARDEN. 

Mdme. Vilda’s Lucrezia Borgia is # great success, Crowded bouses 
have honoured the two first performances of this lady in att 
grand tragic opera. T’o be sure the performance of the opera itse 
was, seeing that it had been shelved, so far ax Covent Ga;den was 
concerned, for five yéars, something of a novelty—still there can be 
no doubt that the exceptional crush upon these two occasions was 
mainly due to a wish to see how Mdme. Vilda would come through 
the ordeal. The impersonation we have taid is a suscess, Success 
in such a personation means a great deal. The part taxes the his- 
trionic powers no legs than the vocal; and though the new donna 
betrays her inexperienco as an actress, still there is undoubtedly the 
innate power and the artistic aptitude out of which great actors are 
made. That Mdme. Vilda should betray her inexperience of tho 
stage is small matter of wonder, seeing that these very two perform- 
anc.s were absolutely her two first performances of ths part, and, as 
we said before, the total of her stage practice amounts toa mere novitiate. 
As regards her singing sho is already perfect, ‘The histrionic faculty 
has to develope itself; and it will do that speedily. Another interest- 
ing feature of the first of these performances was the debut, in the person 
of Malle. Biancolini, of a new contralto. -Mdlle. Biancolini appeared as 
Mafflo Orsini and was thoroughly successful. Tho Gennaro of Mario, 
and the Duke Alfonso of Rouconi maittain the high prestige formerly 
attacbing to those impersonations to a most gratifying extent, in 
“T/Elisir d’Amore” Donizetti was again honoured, this time, how- 
ever, it being Dovizetti i’ the comic vein.

with, Wo havesaid Louis XI. is Mr, Charles Kean’s most success a 
assumption. It isso not because Mr. Kean brings to bear upon 
more care or genius, but simply because Mr. Kean’s defects appear less 
glaringly in this assumption thanin any other. In Louis XL indeed, 
Mr. Kean’s defects scarcely appear at all. The character, in short, 
fits his powers to a nicety, and he plays it very finely ,0 finely that 
we doubt if any other actor could approach him in the part. The 
character of Louis XI. approaches nearer t) what is technically called 
na character” part—a species of part that deviates from the high and 
beaten path of poetic delineation by so much as will securo for it the 
more easily won applause that ever waits upon realistic and vulgar 
effecte—than to legitimate tragedy, and it is to character parts that 
Mr. Kean should have devoted himself. In so far as Mr. Kean haa not 
done this he has certainly mistaken his vocation. It is some whatlate 
in tho day to say this—if, indeed, it has not been said betore— 
but still it is fitit should be said. Mr. Kean has not the dignity 
of mien and power of expression necessary for giving full effect 
to the highest assumptions of the poetic drama; but ia the real, .¢ 
the more or less naturally ugly, and the grotesque, i.e the 
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more or less poetically ugly, he might hive taken an uvassailable 
position. ‘he drama is very completely put upon tho stage, 
and, in most of the parts, capitally acted. Mrs. Kean plays the 
very small part of Marthe with highly commendable heartiness. Mr. 
Basil Potter gives an admirably characteristic picture of the cynical 
but. kindly physician, Coitier. Miss Chapman makes a sufficiently 
gallant but scarcely a sufficiently boyish Prince Dauphia. The acting 
is too uniformly subdued. Mr. J. F. Cathcart’s Nemours is not want- 
ing in expression, but it is conceived in a too uniformly high key.

Another version ot the anecdote on which “Sullivan,” the French 
original of Mr. ‘I. W. Robertson’s “ David Garrick,” was founded was 
produced on Monday week at this house, under the title of ‘Doctor 
Davey.” The somewhat apocryphal incident in the life of the great 
actor which forms the groundwork of these dramas is in this latest 
version reduced to the dimensions of petite drama, and the action 
has been concentrated eo much into the principal character that 
“Doctor Dayey” assumes almost the character of a monologue per- 
formance. The new piece appears to have been produced for the pur- 
pore of affording that excellent actor, Mr, Herman Vezin, @ worthier 
vehicle -for his appearance than is afforded by his part of Mongiron 
in the “ Oorsican Brothers ;” and as such it is & very welcome addition 
to the evonins’a entertainments, The incident in the life of Garrick, 
the subject matter of the piece, will be recollected as being Garrick’s 
undertaking, at tho request of a wealthy citizen, to disenchant a young 
lady, the wealthy citizon’s daughter, who has fallen in love with him 
from seeing him play Romeo and other of Shakespeare's heroes, by 
assuming, in his private character, such unlovely attributes as druti- 
kenness, and coarse habits of liviog and thioking. In the present 
version Garrick first introduces hitnself to the lovesich youvg lady in 
the disguiso of a doctor; and, having gradually led up to the cause of 
her malady, her hopeless love tor Romeo Garrick, he endeavours to 
disgust her by telling her scandalous little anecdotes illustrative of 
what an ugly, soulless, and dissipated little mountebank her hero 
really is off the stage, All this Miss romanttcly refuses to believe, and, 
in reply, works herself up into such a grand fit of admiration for her 
hero, and of indignation for his detractor, quoting, moreover, various 
Shakesperian utterances of said hero with such effect, that Garrick 
is thrown off his guard and discovered. Tho discovery is of course 
very embarrassing for both, but most so for the young lady. For 
though her first feelings on finding herself in his presence are those of 
delight, they are fullowed by a very natural confusion when she 
recollects what sho has been saying to tho supposed old physician, 
And here, it must be remarked, lire dramatist takes to himself some 
licence in the portrayal of this oung person. iss Moulseye’s 
(Moulseye is the citizén’s daughter's name) enthusiasm in defence of 
the supposed absent Garrick ig such that, after expatiating upoh his 
nobleness of mind and soul most fiatteringly, she winds up by 
srying—by saying, not hintiag—-that her belief in his goodness and 

reatness 18 such that shé loves him to distraction, We snould hardly 
Rave thought that even tho most romantic of young ladies living in 
days so near to our jowh and far removed foi Julict’s as those 
of Garrick, would have told so much—sxcept, indeed, to’ her romantic 
self, or to.the sympathetic young lady friend with whom she -was 
wont to éxchange such sweet and sorrowful confidences. However, 
on tho discovery the young lady coveta her confusion by~a hasty 
retreat to acquaint papa with the honour done his house by the pre- 
sence of the great Mr. Garrick, And then Garrick, left alone, becomes 
conscious of tho mess be has made of matters. Love-making with 
the young lady is out of the question, for he js & married man ; and, 
besides, he has given his word for quite the opposite of love-making. 
He resolved to gu through with his task, Taking up 4 bottle from the 
table he pretends to have been drinking from {t; and when the young 
lady and her father return to the Toom, Garrick is to all appetrances 
tipsy—disgustingly tipsy—drolly, wittily, but still disgustingly 
tipsey. The young lady is effectually disonchanted, and takes refuge 
in her lawful Jover’s arms, which lawful lover has, with her fussy 
father, been in thé plot all the whilé=and Garrick reels out satisfied, 
yot dissatisfied, with the success of his elaborate libel on himself. 
This charactéf, With its ecting within acting, of course affords great 
scope for an actor of genius. The similar piece produced at the Hay- 
market had almost for its sole object the fitting of Mr. Sothern with 
the corresponding character, Tho character of Garrick brought Mr. 
Sothern, who before was known only through his Dundreary im- 
personation, tach praise ; and Mr, Vezin, thatgh he has @ much moro 
restricted field to work upon, turns the part to similar account, His 
acting in the many phases of the part shows him to be an actor of 

reat conceptive power and infinite accomplishments and good taste. 
‘The only thing, indeed, he seems to us to be deficient in, is (hat extra 
delineative power necessary to bring execution on a par with his own 
thorough conception. His voice, for instance, 18 anything but one of 
the most tractable. In his disguise ag the doctor he had perceptibly 
to force it. Tho other characters afford but little scope for the actors 
supporting them, Miss Henrade, considering tho artificiality of the 
character she has to sustain—that of Miss Moulieye—acquits herself 
very creditably. The other characters, in the bands of Messrs. Evans, 
Fitzpatrick, and Mrs. Horseman, are good, so fat as they go. The 
piece, by Mr. James Atbery, ig neatly written, and though at the 
clogs Mr. Vezin secured an all but monopoly of the érithusiasm of the 
audieuce—exprossed in & most hearty special call, in addition to that 
which was résponded to by the raising of tho curt#in mpon tho cha- 
racters—the call for the author was by no moeand faint. ‘!

An addition has been made to the atettalomments at this house 
which otherwise bave consisted, ag during the previous ve wooks, of 
“The Fast Family”. and “Orying Jenny and Laughing Johuny,” 
in the shape of anow band of Spanish dancers. Tho band contists of 
Senorita Elvira, Senor Camprubi, and Senor Allemany, dating from 
the Teatro Real, Madrid, and they made their first appeatance on 
Monday last. Tho principils are the Senorita Elvira and El] Sonor 
hd ae nak 8° through the boleros and what not, which 
constitute the Anda usian ballet in which they appear—called “ La 
Flor de Sevilla” —with the dashing grace peculiar to the dancers of 
Spain La Senorita Elvira jn Particular distinguishes herself by her 
eagy, graceful and clever evolutions, The pantomime of both artistes 
is excellently expressive. The ballet has for groundwork a pretty 
Andalusian scene with Sppropriate peasants, who, however, do 
nothing. The effect might have bean heighteved by a corps de ballet to 
support the principal dancers; but this, we suppose, was deemed im- 
practicable by reason of the eigagemont of the Spanish party being 
for siz nights only.” Tho Performances of the Spanish trio, who on 
their entry received the usual encouraging welcome, elicited in thoir 
course many special marks of approbation, and on the fall of the 
curtain @ very warm call was made and responded to. “ The Fast 
in which there is much to admire and a good deal to 
wonder at, continues, possibly for these not insufficient reasons, in 
the bills. Wo observe that Mr, Toole and others of the actors have 
strengthened their parts by the improvision of additional comic dia- 
logue and “ business.” This in Mr. Toole's case was certainly needed, 
the part allotted to that gentleman, as originally writen, being cer- 
tainly meagre and unworthy of him, ‘That veteran favourite of 
the public, Mr. Paul Bedford, appears, on the contrary, to advantage 
in this piece. Mr. Wobetor has published “The Fast Family,” re- 
suscitating, as the medium, his long-discontinued series, the ‘* Acting 
Dra.” Mr, EB. Horberte, a clever scene-painter and actor, 
forme:ly of the Marylebone and City of London Theatres, has suc- 
ceeded to the entire management of the scenic department of this house. 

ST. JA Sg, 

With the style ‘ comedietta” ce neeie ‘Jack in a Box” was 
produced here, on Monday last, a piece of utter extravagance by Mr. 
J. Palgrave Simpson. Beyond its utter extravagance there is little 
notable in this, what might more properly be termed, farce. “ Jack” 
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is an ultra-racketty student (Mr. John Olayton), and the “ Box” is the 
residence of a very charming woman, Mrs, D’Arcy (Miss E. Bufton), 
into which he is trepanned under circumstances, to say the least, most 
unusual. One Skeflington, an old beau of the Regency (Mr. E. Dyas), 
is desirous of weddine his son Josh to the above-mentioned charming 
woman. The son fs an over-studious and exceedingly shy youth, and 
strategy, the old boy thinks, must be resorted to to briug him into the 
presence, and consequently within the reach of tho fascinations that 
are to settle his business. Josh is expected to arrive on a visit to his 
father. The plot is that Mrs. D’Arcy’s house shall be represented ag 
old Skeffington’s own, and the unsuspecting young man thus brought 
into the very lady’s den—or more properly speaking bower, is to be 
forcibly detained —servants bribed for the purpose—till he surrenders 
at discretion. Jack Hamilton (the “Jack” before mentioned) is a 
fellow student of Josh’s; and finding himself in the vicinity of what 
is represented to him as being Josh’s father’s house, he is induced to 
make a call. Directly he shows his nose he is pounced upon by the 
watchful domestics, who take him in and do for him after the manner 
before prescribed for the ex pected Josh, for whom they take him. In 
due time the fascinations of Mra, D’Arcy are brought to bear upon 
Jack, a state of things which suits him admirably; but discovering 
that he is supposed to be Josh he is forced, to prevent 
his own discovery, to adopt, as well as he may, the 
beshfaulness proper to his supposititioas character. The em- 
broglio thus brought about is, chiefly by reason of the spirited act- 
ing of Mr, Olayton and Miss Bufion, very amusing, and, of course, 
eds in the two being to smitten with each other that they make a 
match of it, Thereisa sttesbing heartiness about the acting of Mr. 
Olayton in the part of Jack Hamilton which in its effect is ot infinite 
service to thé.piece. In Mrs. D’Arcy, that invariably charming 
actress, Miss Bufton, is quite up to her usual mark. Miss Rachel 
Banger and Mr. F, Robson aro also good as Mary Anne and Cyrus, the 
servants of Mra. D'Arcy. ‘These two are bribed by old Skeflington ; 
the one to # prodigal granting of kisses to his son Josh, by way of induc- 
ing boldness in that youth in his attack upon the widow, and the other 
to a like profuse display of resolution in keeping the young man

Misa Herbert has con- 
siderably improved upon her rendering of Lydia Languish since the 
first representation. She now infases much more wilfulness and girlish 
romancé into thé part, discarding & proportionate awount of that stately 
womanly digiity, that superbly la ike air, which though so effective 
with her in maby parts, is yet almost wholly out of place in this one. 
Her very changé of dress, from & ftately satin robe to. simple white 
muslin and sash, is indicative of this amended reading.

Mr. F, O. Burnand’s burlesque ‘Sappho; or, Look before You 
Leap,” though written some two years ago, had up to last Monday 
never been performed in London. And this is the reason why Mr. 
Félix Rogers will be recollected a8 being, through his personation of 
Minerva, in no small degrees & Oiuse of the great success that Mr. 
Burnand’s now famous burlesqué ‘ Ixion” originally met with. Duly 
impressed with this fact Mr. Burnand wrote ‘ Sappho,” having, as 
will be seen from the following note addressed to the original per- 
sonator of Minerva “in hig eye” for the hereine:— 

My. dear Mr. Rogers,—lt was after seeing you act the part of “ Minerva” 
in my burlesque of ** Ixion,” that I conceived the notion of writing ‘ Sappho” 
for you, anid } shall certainly be inelinéd, hereafter, to doubi my own opinion 
if vou do not make a great hit ift the part of that disappointed maid Sappho. 

Félix Rogers, Esq. Yours truly, F. C. Burnanp, 
The butlésque written, Mr. Rogers was not slow in appreciating its 
merits and he immediately treated with the author for the absolute 
odpeitt ht and right of representation. He bought the piece, and 
forthwith mounting it right handsomely with costumes, &c., proceeded 
with Miss Jenny Wilmoré (the original Ixion) on a tour of the 
provinges. This spirited little speonlation, aided partly by the intrinsic 
merits of tho pieco aud the acting, and partly by “ engineering” 
tactics, advortising and otherwise, at which Mr. Rogers is an adept, 
has we believe been eminently suceessful wherever it has been, and 
now Mr. Rogers breaks grotind with it in London. Ou Monday last

" Sappho” is not inferior to the best of Mr, Burnand’s efforts, while iu

r, Rogers’s embodiment of this idéa is proportionately elaborate. In 
many respects it is excellent, and in some even powerful, te, exhibit- 
ing that species of episodiacal butlesque power which borders upon 
tragedy, atid which, when done well, always heightens the drollery of 
the other passages. But, this much admitted, Mr. Rogers's embodi- 
Ment is, on tho other hand, in many respects utterly wrong. In not a 
fow pari which might be tutned to excellent account Mr. Rogers, 
by what may be termed his eccsttric and uncertain Style, regularly 
“mulls” the character. Without going farther into particulars, we 
may say that Mr. Rogers’s cardinal fault is playing with that in- 
valuable, if pagclously usod, falsetto voice of his, This organ, as ho 
sometimes atttnes it, is, in burlesque, the drollest and most effective 
thing imaginable, but played upon and tortured incessantly, as Mr.

The 
two principals #ré welt supported by a burlesque compiny, that, made 
up as it is by selections from various houses, must be pronounced strong. 
Masts. Joseph Robius and Fred Hughes from tho New Royalty play 
the pitts of Afcander and Lysymachus with much humour, Miss 
Neliy Nesbit, formerly of St. James's, lately of Astley’s, plays Hippias 
—in, we verity Daan thé shortest of skirts possible, since that article 
of attire has been down if the fashion books as permissible of being 
“worn” at all, Can it be that Miss Nesbit’s playing with Menken at 
Astley’s has resulted in her taking a leaf—say 4 fig-leaf, for ’tig not 
a skirt—out of that famous Amazon's book? Miss Louisa Laidlaw 
mikes a very pretty Cleonine until she opens her mouth. When 
she opens her mouth she absolutely screeches; reminding us alike by 
her beauty and her voice of that unequally endowed bird, the peacock, 
By-the-way, Speaking of voices, and we struck that key early in this 
notice, Miss Nelly Nesbit might with advantage moderate the exube- 
rance of hor chanticleer lungs. She isa very good burlesque actress, 
but is rather addicted to shouting, Another lady who deserves 
notice in this company is Mi-s Findland, a new name to us, who 
played Alcocus. ‘I'his lady has a graceful air, aud speaks her lines 
well, Altogether, though we can scarcely hope to see it better acted, 
we shall bo glad to meet with “ Sappho ” in the more congenial and 
more lavish, a5 regards extravaganza embellishment, West. The 
other pieces have been “Faint Heart Never Won Fair Lady” and 
‘The Orphans,” the latter a piece in which Mr. Felix Rogers and 
Miss Jenny Wilmore are ever suecessful. 


That utterest of Fechterian fiascos—“ The Golden Daggers” alone excopted 
—“The Watch Cry,” seoms after all destived to immortality. The piece to 
be sure was nought, and the acting was extremely so-so, bat then one of the 
actors was Emery. Emery’s actin , ag everybody knows, was upon the 
occasion the object of adverse criticism at the hands of the Glowworm, and 
Emery’s vengeance, as everybody may not yet but soon will know, is bound- 
less. The action »rought by the irritable actor because our contemporary’s 
critic said he was not perfect in his part on a first-night parlormikonn (how 
many such cases have we kuown#), and which resuited, by a mere techni- 
cality, in a nominal verdict for plaintiff, is to be renewed, Mr. Emery*now 
assessing his damages at £1,000! We suppose there is no necessity either for 
bidding our contemporary be not afraid, or for suggesting that the press 
generally should make its cause their own—as it certainly is. The G 
is no doubt equally well able to take care of itself, and, being called upon, t= 
champion the liberty under which it and its brethren live.

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UR ILLUSTRATIONS. 


Tye GREAT Figut BETWEEN SPRING AND LANGAN AT WCRCESTER.— 
Tho large engraving we give this week of the great battle between 
Tom Spring and Jack Langan on the Worcester Race-course is the 
work of a master hand. The engraving was originally published by 
the famous Pierce Egan, and was from the pencils of ‘two colebrated 
Worcester artists, James Clements and '‘homas Pitman. The match 
was for £300 aside. It was at first intended, by the beaks of the 
neighbourhood, to prevent the mill in their bailiwick, but after some 

» yemonstrance from the Corinthian patrons of the ring, all opposition 
was withdrawn, and, it being ascertained that the fight would be 
permitted to take place, & latge ring was constructed, and several 
stands were erected for the accommodation of the spectators; the 
Grand Stand was also opened on the occasion, and tickets of admis- 
sion to that edifice were sold at half a guinea each. ‘he figure for 
admission to the other stands varied from 5s. to 10s. The crowds in 
the City of Worcester, and the adjacent villages, on the,day/previous 
to the mill, were extraordinary. 
A guinea was the ordinary 
charge for a bed, while half-a- 
guinea was the lowest sum that 
was taken in the smallest beer- 
shop for the meanest accommo- 
dation. So satisfied were the 
good people of Worcester that 
the influx of the British public 
would prove a profitable affair 
to their city, that they subscribed 
£200, which was given to the 
agents of the combatants, as an 
inducement to them to arrange 
for the battle to take place on 
their race-course. The scene 
on the race-course on the morn- 
ing of battle is described to have 
been most extraordinary. The 
assemblage was far greater, and 
contained many more ‘‘ nobs” 
than had ever been seen at the 
legitimate meetings on the 
course. Every one was in his 
place at. least two hours before 
the fight was appointed to take 
place, snd the craft upon the 
river Severn, which commanded 
a view of the scene of action, 
were filled with spectators, even 
to the tops of the masts and 
rigging. Spring, accompanied 
by his seconds, Tom Cribb and 
Ned Painter, arrived on the 
ground about one o'clock, and 
about twenty minutes after, 
the Irish Champicn with his 
seconds, Josh Hudson and Rey- 
nolds, made his appearance. On 
stripping Spring was the taller 
aid more symmetrical of the 
two, while Langan appeared 
more muscular and closely knit. 
Both were in fine condition, 
and extremely confident. Um- 
pires and a referee having been 
chosen (Viscount De:hurst was 
umpire for Spring, and Sir H. 
Goodricke tor Langan, and 
Colonel Berkeley referee), the 
men being in readiness, gaily 
thook hands, and commenced. 
The battle lasted two hours and 
twenty - nine minutes, during 
which time the men fought 
seventy-seven rounds. After 
the 43rd round it was all ia 
favour of Spring, but the game- 
ness and determination of Lan- 
yan astonished every one, and 
to the last he refused to acknow- 
ledge that he was beaten. After 
the 75th round there were cries 
of “Take the brave fellow away.” 
*-T will not betaken away, who 
dare say so?” urged Langan. 
inthe 77th and last round Lan- 
gan came up quite groggy, but 
still full of pluck. Spring now 
administered heavy punishment 
with both his hands, and Lan- 
gan felldown quite exhausted. 
Several gentlemen said, “ Do 
not let the brave fellow fight 
any more.” When time was 
called Langan was insensible to 
it, and Josh Hudson gave in for 
him. In half a minute after he 
opened his eyes, and when told 
the fight was over he said his 
second had ‘no right to give in 
for him, he could fight forty moro 
rounds,” The umpire, however, 
decided that the battle was lcst, 
and Spring left the ring amidst 
the shouts of the populace, 
Langan roaring out “I am not 
beaten, I can fight for four 
hours.” In the course of a few 
minutes he left the ring, and as 
he approached the Grand Stand 
he was received with thunders 
of applause, and jumped over 
the 10pes with great agility. 
‘ Boxians” says Langan raised 
himself high in the estimation of 
the supporters of the P, R. by 
this fight. Unknown to ajl_ 
amateurs, @ pérfect stranger to the boxers, aud a rough uncultivated 
commoner, to stand forth and select the most accomplished pugilist on 
the list, and the champion of England too, for his first customer in the 
P, O. ropes, and to contend with him for two hours and twenty-nine 
minutes, end then declare ina minute afterwards that he was so little 
hurt hecould fight more rounds, is a volume of praise in itself. Langan, 
the Irish Champion, was a sawyer by trade, and had displayed excel- 
jent milling qualities in his early career in Iroland. Ho was brought 
out by the celebrated Tom Reynolds, who took immense pains with 
him; and imparted to him much of. that excellent science which be 
himeelf possessed. Jack Langan was at the time of his first battle 
with Spring 25 years of age; he stood 5 feet 9 inches, and weighed 
about 13 stone, Most of the men he had fought previous to 
bis encounters with the Champion, were unknown to fame, but 
still it was rumoured that he stood on hig legs like a cat, that 
his sclenco was fully cqual to that of Reynolds, and that his 
strength and courage would bear comparison with Tom Cribb’s. 
Pierce Egan, and contemporary writers, in speaking cf Tom Spring’s 
qualifications as a boxer, say, if ever there was a man who, by prac- 
tico of his art, overcame natural and physical disqualifications as a 
pugilist, that man was Spring. He was not a bard hitter, nor, for his 
size, &@ powerful man ; his hands were apt to swell and become useless 
with comparatively little punching, and he was thus often precluded 
from finishing an adversary so soon as might otherwise have been the 
case; but although he could n«t on these occasions inflict punishment, 
his wonderful acquaintance with all the minutia of the art, his great 
eteadiness, patience, and coolness, rendered him almost unapproachable, 
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and on the whole he was certaiuly the most difficult man to be got at 
that ever entered the prize ring. He almost invariably fought on the 
defensive, but these tactics must not be put down to want of courage, 
for a gamer man never doffed a shirt. but to his cautious determina- 
tion never, if possible, to risk the loss of the money of his backers, 
staked either as battle money. or as wagers to abide the issue of his 
combats. Only in one instance was the confidence of his friends un- 
justified by the result, and that was in his second fight with Painter, 
in which, as will be recollected, he received a cut over his eye at the 
commencement, which nearly blinded him, and prevented his resorting 
to the tactics with which he was so familiar. Had Painter vouchsafed 
him another trial, we think the verdict would have been reversed.

Billiards is undoubtedly the queen of indoor games, and we believe 
it never was sf generally practised at any former period as it is at pre- 
sent. In his introductory chapter our author very truly observes that 
not long ago it was reckoned 4 game for gentlemen only, and not the 
most reputable of amusements, but that the reproach which formerly 
attached to it has in a great measure passed away, and scarcely a 
country or town house of any importance is now without its billiard 
table. In many a quiet country house the billiard table does indeed 
supply a great want, and often affords healthy exercise and amuse- 
ment to the inmates, when these things could not be very easily else- 
where obtained. The volume before us is certainly farand away the 
best and most complete work upon this admirable game, which 
wo have met with for a long time. It is both elementary 
and practical, and at the same .time that it contains every- 
thing necessary for the greatest hhovice to learn, it also dives 
deep into the mysteries of the game, and innumerable useful 
hints may be here obtained even by the most advanced players. 
Captain Crawley has evidently entered upon his work con amore and 
he has consequently spared no pains to make it as complete as possible 
in every particular. The illustrations are exceedingly numerous, there 
being no less than 54 diagrams, besides several wood-cuts. The 


grams we have ‘illustrations of 
various strokes,” “illustrations of 
strengths,” ‘how to strike all the 
cushions,” ‘division of the object 
ball,” *' principle — of losing haz- 
ards,” ‘ winning hazards,” “ win- 
ning hazards. and ten stroke.” 
A most extraordinary variety 
of “examples of cannons,” including 
‘direct cannons with or without 
side,” ‘‘cushion cannons,” ‘' gide- 
stroke cannons,” “side-stroke can- 
bons with screw,” “side-stroke can- 
nons and cramp strokes,” “sida- 
stroke cannons by Bricole,” “ side 
stroke v, regular angle,” and many 
others too numerous to mention. A‘s 
we have already implied, nothing can 
be more clear and explicit than the 
explanations and directions which 
accompany these diagrams. It will 
© at once seen that by the publi- 
cation of so complete a work as this 
ona game that is every day becom- 
ing more popular Captain Crawloy 
has supplied a public want, for no 
such valuable guide to billiards has 
sppretva since the subject was treated 
of by White and Kentfield. Since 
those periods many alterations snd 
improvements have been made in the 
game—indeed, as our author hero 
states, so rapidly has it improved 
that some rules and theories which 
he himself published in his former 
treatise are already obsolete. Woe 
can, therefore, cordially recommend 
the book to all lovers of billiards as 
well as to every novice anxious to 
obtain a correct knowledge of the 
game. Indeed, even those who are 
totally uppractised might add to their 
store of scientific knowledge by the 
study of its pages. Of course no one 
should expect to become a good player 
by mere book-learning, Without 
very great practice he can never 
become a proficient, but the advan- 
tage of studying this work will be 
that it will direct the practice of the 
learner into a proper channel, and 
enable him, at the same time that be 
is acquiring the necessary manual 
skill, to get a thorough acquaintance 
with the principles of the game. 
Attached to the work is a very 
voluminous appendix, whore the ma- 
thematical department of billiards is 
fully treated of, and valuable infor- 
mation is afforded respecting tho 
angles of incidence and of reflection 
that every scientific man who roads 
it will, we are sure, fully appreciate, 
We shall not be sorry if the publica- 
tion of such a bookas this tends to 
bring the game of billiards into even 
greater repute than it is at present, 
for we quite concur in the panegyric 
which Uaptain Crawley bestows u pon 
it in his introductory chapter. As a 
game of mingled skill and chance, he 
says, Billiards stands at the head of 
indoor athletics, Requiring far legs

_The greater portion of the work is of course devoted to the game of 
billiards as it is usually played in this country, but various other 
games are also treated of and described at considerable length. There 
is for instance an account of tkittle pool, with directions for placing 
the skittles and balls, and a diagram attached, Some of the best 
amongst the foreign games are also mentioned, a few of which possess 
a good deal of attraction in this country. For ourown parts, we con- 
sider them more curious than useful or amusing. Most foreign gomes 
are very much more complicated than our English game, although 
perhaps less scientific in their principles. The Russian and American 
games are however much admired by many English players, and are 
here fully described. “Oarline” and Kenttield’s method of playing it 
are both given. Next we have the French winning game, the Double t 
game, and the French cannon game, the Spanish or skittle game, 
German pryamids, and the Sausage game. 


Asa matter of course a large space is occupied with the rules 
of the various games. They seem, so fat as we have had time to 
test them, to be compiled with the utmost care and exactness, 
and will no doub: heuceforth be looked upon as amongst the best 
aathority on billiards extant. The author himself Says that they 
have been compiled and amended from those furnished by the best 
authorities.
